A Municipal Muddle. 


Our city government is displaying 
almost as great a lack of harmony us 
was witnessed in the recent meeting of 
Prohibitionists in San Francisco. The 
question of whether the Mayor is to 
sign the deed granting certain lands to 
the Santa Fé Railroad Company has 
degenerated into an open and acrimoni- 
ous fight between the Councilmen and 
the Mayor. 

Toward the end of last year, after a 
lengthy discussion, which extended 
over several sessions, the Council 
passed an ordinance granting to the 
Riverside, Santa Ana and Los Angeles 
Kailroad—now the Santa Fé Company 
—a considerable quantity of city land 
lying along the west bank of the Los 
Angeles River, on condition that said 
company would construct a levee along 
the river. This levee having been 
completed, the company asked that the 
work might be inspected and a deed 
issued tothem. From the time when 
this request was made until now, 
Mayor Workman has sought to delay 
the granting of the deed, under various 
pleas, such as that the company has 
not done good works that they had not 
built a bridge, and, finally, that the 
city had no pewer to deed the land. 
During the discussion a letter from the 
company’s attorney, Judge Brunson, to 
the Mayor came to the surface, in 
which it was broadly hinted by that 
gentleman that the Mayor’s delay iu 
signing the deed was due to his dis- 
pleasure at the fact that the company 
bad, not sufliciently assisted. him in- 
booming Boyle Heights property. This, 
of course, did not serve to make Mr. 


Workman any more complaisant, but 
apparently served to increase his disin- 
clination to sign the desired deed. . . 

The latest objection of the Mayor— 
that the city has no power to deed the 
land—is certainly one that should have 
occurred to him when he signed the 
ordinance granting the land to the com- 
pany. However, this point was of- 
ficially settled yesterday, when the 
City Attorney gave to Council his writ- 
ten opinion that they had power to 
deed the land. 

The Council thereupon, after a brief 
discussion, sent the following decidedly 
brusque communication to the Mayor: 

“By order of the Council, you are re- 

uested to return the deed to the Santa Fé 


tailroad Company at 2 o'clock p-mn., either 
with or without your signature.’ 


This was naturally a little more than 
the Mayor could stand, so he very 
properly sent back a message, in 
which he plainly and decidedly an- 
nounced that the “independent and 
courdinate branch of the city govern- 
ment’? would not consent to be dic- 
tated to; that he would not return the 
deed by 2 p.m., either with or without 
signature, but that he would sign it, if 
he thought fit, whenever he got ready. 

Upon this retort perpendicular, the 
City Fathers were undecided whether 

place the message in the waste 
basket or in a frame, but finally de- 
cided to refer the whole matter, letter, 
deed and all, back to the Mayor, which 
was done, and there the matter rests 
for the present. . | 

‘We fail to see that the Mayor has a 
good and logical ground for his refusal 
to sign the deed tothe company. The 


mujority of’ the testimony is to the 


jtunate and unseemly 


effect that the levee, as constructed by 
the company, is a_ substantial 
piece of work, although there 
has not as yet been _ suf- 
ficient water in the river to put it 
to a thorough test. Granted, however, 
that there is some well-founded objec- 
tion to the levee, the proper course 
would evidently be to appoint a com- 
mittee of inspection. The same argu- 
meut holds good in regard to the other 
things which the company are accused 
of having left undone. As to the 
claims that the city cannot deed the 
property, that has now been ofiicially 
disposed of, as shown above, and the 
Mayor’s objection swept away. 

It is much to be regretted that so 
mucb of the valuable time of the Coun- 
cil should be taken up by these unfor- 
wranglings. 
There are many important matters, 
relative to the city’s welfare, which 
call for speedy action and the sooner 
the Council stops parliamentary hair- 
pulling and gets down to solid busi- 
ness, the better will our citizens be 
sutistied. At present they are—Demo- 
crats and Republicans alike—very far 
removed from being in that frame of 
mind. 


The Board of Trade

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE.—A crowded audi- 
enée witnessed the début of the Oxyme!l 
Club last night in a dramatic performance 
of more serious pretentions than it has yet 
attenipted, being no less than the the pre 
sentation of a three-act comedy-drama writ- 
ten by aresident of this city, Miss Mamie 
Short, a young lady who is considered an 
elocutionist of more than average ability, 
and who, in addition, apparently aspires to 
literary fame. The Oxymel Club was or- 
ganized upward of four years ago for 
literary work, and numbers among its mem- 
bers some of the best-known and most re- 
fined ornaments of Los Angeles society. It 
isamatter of congratulation that some of 
the club have been so far smitten with the 
dramatic fever that they have begun what 
it is to be hoped, will be a series o 
theatrical performances. A city of the size 
of Los Angeles ought to have two or three 
such clubs, and the e:nulation thus excited 
would result in giving ateally fine enter- 
tainment, which would be all the more en- 
as being fusnished by our own peo- 
ple. 

The cub would have stood on safer 
ground if it had chosen torits first public 
appearance some play of established worth, 
in which the members would have had a 
better opportunity to distingvish them- 
selves. As it was, they were handicapped 
very severely by the uncertainty which 
uitist always attend the production of a new 

lay. There must be a certain nervousness 

vforehand as to their individual success, 
and it is hardly fair to couple this for the 
first time with doubts about the success of 
the piece. ‘This was especially the case last 
evening in the pérformence of A Dull 
Evening. It is a composition of the crudest 
kind, and betrays an utter innocence 
of dramatic art on — the part 
of the writer. The situations are 
tame, the dialogue is commonplace 
and unenlivened by any gleam of wit or 
humor, excepting a few siang phrases 
and the cry of the “tamale” man. The plot 
was wisely withheld befor® its production. 
and is nearly as much of a mystery after- 
ward. It appears that there are two attract- 
ive girls (Miss Greenwood and Miss Fel- 
lows) leftalone at home, and find their 
dull evening enlivened hed a call from a 
drunken old woman (Mr. Niles). After 
getting rid of her, a burglar (Mr. Foy) ap- 
pears on the scene, He is scared away by 
the happy thought of one of the girls, who 
wraps herself in a table-cloth and plays 
ghost. Overcome by her success, she drops 
on the floor, crying “Saved!” and faints 
very neatly. A young lover with a tragic 
voice (Mr. Finlayson) then wanders on, 
and while bending over the girl’s insensi- 
ble body, is abruptly arrested and 
carried off to the police station, where 
he is booked for burglary. The rest 
of the piece is devoted to showing that 
it was alla mistake, and the tragic lover 
in the last act says solemnly to his fianeé: 
“Can you ever forget that I gave you into 
custody?” There is a sentimental gardener 
(Mr. Vogelsang) with a supposed Lrish 
brogue, which he persistently forgot. He 
was not in his element in the character, 
though his’ love seene with the waiting- 
maid (Miss Williams) was very well car- 
ried out. Miss Williams showed to good 
advantage in her little part and exhibited 
an amount of stage ease and sprightliness 
which would have done credit to a profes- 
sional. Miss Lockhart made something 
good out of very little material, but, like 
the balance of tke cast, did not have an op- 
yortunity to show what she could really do. 
Mr. Foy’s personation of the burglar was 
the best sustained piece of character acting 
inthe play. Mr. Bent showed that he pos- 
sesses talent as a.comedian, and ‘The 
Girls” were sufficiently sweet to justify the 
attentions of more ardent lovers. 

The performance went off pretty 
smoothly: there were a few hitches, such 
as were excusable on a first representation, 
and matters were complicated by a lot of 
useless scene-shifting, which might have 
been avoided, if the fair author had pos- | 
sessed more technica: knowledge of stage 
effects. Altogether, there was sufficient 
evidence of talent in the company tojustif 
them in further efforts; and, if they will 
for their next attempt give some play 
which has already successfully passed the 
ordeal of public criticism, their success 
should be well assured. |

The Supreme Court Pronounces 


Agamst Oleomargarine.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) A bill, general in its 
character, forfeiting all lands opposite rail- 
road lines not completed within the time 
specified by law. was agreed to by the 
House Committee on Pacific Railroads 
today. Four bills have already been re- 
ported by the committees, declaring for- 
feitures in the cases of the Hastings and 
Dakota, Onteonagon and State Line, North- 
ern Pacific and Southern Pacific railroads. 
The bill agreed upon today is intended to 
cover all unearned railroad land grants not 
included in these measures, and the com- 
mittee estimates that the land recovered 
under the bill will amount to about 50,000,- 
acres. 

ANOTHER DEADLOCK PROBABLE, 

Representative Weaver of Iowa says 
another deadlock will occur this week if 
the present is broken within 24 hours, He 
intends to oppose the passage of the Outli- 
waite Pacitfe Railroad Bill by dilatory 
tactics, and says it will likely resultina 
deadlock of considerable duration, if there 
is time within which the bill may be 
taken up.

THE SUPKEME COURT. 


it Deals a Heavy Blow at Bull 
Butter. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—| By the Associ- 
ated Press.|} The Supreme Court of the 
United States today rendered an opinion in 
case No. 814, William L. Powell, plaintiff- 
in error, vs. the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, commonly known as the oleomar- 
gurine casé. It brought up for review a 
judgment 6f the Supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania sustaining the validity of a statute 
of that commonwealth making it unlawful 
for any person to manufacture, sell or offer 
for sale any butter or cheese or articles de- 
signed to take the place of these ‘articles 
produced from any compound other than un- 
adulterated milk or cream. Plaintiff was 
convicted of violation of this statute and 
took an appeal, bringing it on the ground 
that the statute was in violation of the four- 
teexth amendment to the Constitution, and 
that the article was an invention not dele 
terious to the public health. 

The court holds that it is entirely within 
the police powers of the State to protect the 
public health, and that the questions whether 
the wanufacture of oleomargarine is or may 
be conducted in sucha way as to involve 
such danger to — health as to require 
the suppression of the business rather than 
its regulation, are questions of fact and of 
public policy which belong to the legislative 
department to determine. If all that can 


.be saidof'this legislation is that it is unwise 


or unnecessarily oppressive, the appeal is to 
the Léisiature or the ballot-box, and not 
the judiciary. 

The Court also says it cannot assent to 
the argument that if this statute is sus- 
tained, then nothing stands in the way of 
the destruction by the legislative depart- 
ment of constitutional guarantees of liberty 
aud property. The answer to this argu- 
ment, it holds, is that the judiciary depart- 
ment is bound not to give effect to statutory 
enactments that are plainly forbidden by 
the constitution. The objection that the 
statute denies the equal protection of the 
law is also held to be untenable for the reason 
that the same penalties and burdens are 
imposed upon all persons engaged in the 
same business. Judgment __aflirmed. 
Opinion by Justice Harlan, Justice Field 
dissenting. 

THE LATE CHIEF JUSTICE. 

In the Supreme Court today, Atty.-Gen. 
Garland presented the resolution recently 
adopted by the bar and officers of the court 
respetting the late Chief Justice Waite, 
and spoke at some length in eulogy of the 
deceased. Justice Miller, in receiving the 
resolutions, also paid an eloquent tribute to 
the late Chief Justice, and said: 

“We fully appreciate the great loss which 
the country, the bar and oflficersof the 
court have sustained by this sad event. The 
blow falls, however, with more force upon 
the members of this court, who associated 
with him in the performance of its 
tunctions, have been accustomed to the 
bene it of his learning and of his ability 
in the discharge of the duties common to 
us ali; for not only has he guided our path- 
way and lightened our labors by his experi- 
ence, his skill and his pra@tical tact, but 
with an urbanity and kindliness of heart 
rarely. if ever, excelled, he has won our 
affections and. attached us to himself so 
that while we sympathize in the public 
loss, each also feels the sorrow of separa- 
tion from a special friend.” 

Justice Miller then announced that the 
Court will cease to hear arguments on May 
" and will adjourn for the term on May 

th. 

A FRESNO LAND CASE. 

A decision was rendered today in the 
case of Frank E. de Wolf, Isabella Col. 
de Wolf and Horace M. Barnes, appellants, 
vs. Florence M. Hayes. The action in- 
volves five and a half sections of land in 
Fresno county. The Supreme Court re- 
verses the dectsion of the Circuit Court of 
California, from which it was appealed, and 
remands the suit, with direction that it be 
dismissed. 

TELEPHONE LITIGATION. 

The case of the United States vs. the 
Bell Telephone Company was advanced on 
the docket and set for hearing on the 
second day of next term. This is a case 
brought against the Bell telephone, in Ohio, 
by Attorney General Garland, and which 
excited so much interest throughout the 
country. 


THE PENSION QUESTION. 


The Democratic Policy on the Sub- 
ject Outlined 

WASHINGTON, April 9—[{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The House Committee on 
Invalid Pensions this morning took final 
action upon the Senate bill known as the 
Dependent Pension Bill. A substitute was 
adopted for the second section, which is 
the principal section of the bill. The sub- 
stitute provides pensions for ail persons 
who have served in the military or naval 
service of the United States for any period, 
and who have been henorably discharged, 
and who are now, or who may hereafter be, 
suffering from mental or physical debility, 
not the result of their own vicious habits, 
which has totally disabled them from the 
performance of manual labor, at the rate 
per month of 1 cent for every day of war 
serve. It further provides the same pen- 
sion for all persons who ars 62 vears of age 
or who may hereafter become 62 years of 
age for and during their natural lives. 
Section 3 was amended, so as to provide 
that, when the widow of any person who 
had served in the war and been honorably 
diseharged, is in a eondition of éuetnd.
